Hendrix Appeals 
For School Bonds 


THIRTIETH ANNUAL STATEMENT 


The following appeal for th© "school 
bond issue in Decatur was issued by 
Clyde Hendrix: 
As chairman of the 
educational 
committee of the city council of De­ 
catur, I want to remind our fgllow- 
citizens of the school bond election on 
next Tuesday, FebAiary 14. 
These bonds were authorized by an 
overwhelming vote some months ago, 
but when we offered them for sale 
it was pointed out that an error had 
been made in preparing the ballot, 
hence this election next Tuesday.

The 
bond market is now very favorable 
and there is no good reason why our 
high school building should not be 
erected and be ready for the fall term 
of 1922. 
In order that the bonds may bring 
the highest market price, it is impor­ 
tant that the voters of Decatur ex­ 
press their approval of the issue by 
recording a heavy vote in favor, as 
fhis is one of the first questions we 
are asked from the prospective buyer 
of the bonds. Buyers take more read­ 
ily to bonds where there is a strong 
sentiment favoring the issue.
